GRADUATE PROGRAMS IN NURSING ON THE MOVE 


The College of Nursing was envisioned as a total professional 
school when Rush University was established in 1972. On January 
21, 1977, another giant step toward this goal was taken. Final 
faculty approval was given for the implementation of the Doctor 
of Nursing Science program. The first 10 students will be 
admitted for the Fall Quarter 1977. Rush joins 14 other major 
universities in the United States that offer doctoral education 
in nursing. 
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The masters programs continue to expand. At the present time 
graduate curricula leading to the Master of Science in Nursing 
degree are offered in Community Nursing, Gerontological Nursing, 
Medical-Surgical Nursing, Oncology Nursing and Psychiatric 
Nursing. During the Fall Quarter there were 45 fulltime and 

49 parttime students enrolled in these programs. In 4 years 
the graduate programs grew from 2 to 5 and the student body 
from 4 to 94. These students come mainly from the upper 
midwest, however, the applicants are increasing in number as 
well as coming from a wider geographic area. 


Under consideration by the faculty are several additional 
curricula; for example to prepare the nurse clinician specialist 
in the area of primary and secondary levels of adult health care 
or in physical rehabilitation. In another 4 years it is antici- 
pated that the graduate program will have grown to 9 major 
curriculum offerings at the masters level and the enrollment 
will number 200 masters students and 35 doctoral students. 


Dr. JoAnn Jamann joined the faculty this year as Assistant 
Dean for Graduate Affairs. She welcomes student inquiries, 
comments and suggestions - so don't hesitate to make an 
appointment with her in Schweppe-Sprague Hall, Room 429, 
Ext. 6959.

MEDICAL COLLEGE OFFICE OF ADMISSIONS 


To date, the Office of Admissions to the Medical College has 
interviewed well over 200 candidates for next year's class of 
120 students. The interview process currently consists of four 
interviews; one administrative, one student and two faculty. 

The student interview has been added in the last couple of years. 
In talking with other admissions office in this country, few 
have included the student interview as an integral part of the 
evaluation of candidates. 


Early in October, Dr. Wagoner along with members of the Admissions 
Committee held a Workshop on Interviewing, in which large numbers 
of Phase I and a fewer number of Phase II students participated. 
This seems to have been the impetus to generate enthusiasm among 
the first year students, as their response to interviews has 

been spontaneous, warm and cooperative. So far this year, the 
Phase I students have conducted in excess of 80% of the student 
interviews for the Office of Admissions. Dr. Wagoner says that 
the exposure of applicants to members of the Rush student body 
gives the interviewee a perspective of Rush and of the medical 
college which is unique. In the post interview write-ups which 
applicants fill out, the comments about the students are over- 
whelmingly positive. It is a rare applicant who didn't feel that 
his or her student interviewer was the best that day. They feel 
that the student offers a perspective of the school and student 
life that they would have no way of ascertaining from faculty. 
From the standpoint of information that Rush students provide to 
the Committee on Admissions, there is again very positive feed- 
back, since the students will often question applicants on areas 
that faculty members do not touch on in interviews. 


The Office of Admissions would like to encourage some of the 
Phase II and III students to offer their help in this important 
process. If you were unable to attend the workshop and would 
like the information so that you could interview, please stop 
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by the Office of Admissions on the 5th floor of the Academic 
Facility for materials describing techniques on interviewing, 
interview criteria, questions that you can ask, etc. 


Currently we are interviewing about 16 to 20 students a week, 
and if you would like to devote an hour between 12 noon and 
4:00 pm, please call the Office of Admissions at X6913, or 

stop by the Office on the 5th floor Academic Facility. We will 
be happy to talk to you about interviewing, or if you have 
interviewed and would like some feedback about whether your 
interviews were in line with others who also saw the candidate, 
Dr. Wagoner indicated that she would be happy to do this. 


Dr. Wagoner expressed her thanks to the students for their 
continued interest and support.

We would like to take this 
opportunity to encourage all other committees within the Univer- 
sity structure to submit reports.

AC’ FAC by the third week of each month. 


Hopefully, this information will keep. us all aware of what is 
going on and we will be able to give valuable input to the 
representatives on these committees. The net effect of all this 
could be better communication between faculty and students. Yeah!! 


MINI MINUTES 


Committee on Academic Freedom - The committee on Academic Freedom 


has not met. In fact we may never meet. The chairperson of the 
committee believes that we serve no useful function as we are 
presently structured and he is asking the Committee on Committees 
to either help us define our role or dissolve the committee. 


Committee on Courses of Study - COCOS has been very active in the 
past few months. It is directly concerned with the three phases 
of the Medical College. Aside from the usual problems of sched- 
uling the massive number of course contact hours for Phase I and 
Phase II, it has been wrestling with the chronic problems of 
course distribution and content relevance to the objectives of 
Rush Medical College. Currently involved in reanalysis of the 
curricula of Phases I and II, the committee has requested input 
and sound proposals for curricular changes from students and 
faculty. A Phase I ad hoc committee has begun work on such a 
proposal. 
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Committee on Educational Appraisal - Functioning as a new 


committee charged with the task of evaluation of the educational 
process at Rush, the Committee on Educational Appraisal has 
spent its first five months defining its goals and beginning to 
collect the data necessary to make rational judgements. Sources 
of data examined to date include: 


1. questionnaire sent to all course directors (Phase I,II and IIT) 
and follow up interviews. 


2. national board sub test results have been requested and will 
be available for the June exam. 


3. the student course evaluation form and process is being updated 
with the addition of a process for the evaluation of specific 
instructor performance. 


Committee on Educational Resources - Dr.Jack Trufant, ex-officio 
member of the committee, gave a report on the progress of the 
Academic Facility since its opening this fall. In his report, 

he informed us that full time directors for the Learning Resources 
Center in the library and also for Computer Assisted Instruction 
will be appointed shortly. A pamphlet listing the services of 
the "Center for Educational Resources" is now available which 
details where to go and who to talk to about various resources. 


Committee on Student Evaluation and Promotion - Primarily what 
what was discussed was a mechanism to improve the anonymity 

system in order that both students and course directors are 
informed of failures as soon as possible. The change involves 

the notification of students who failed courses at the end of a 
quarter as soon as possible by giving the names of failing 
students to the registrar, Mr. Joe Swihart, whose responsibility 
it is to contact the students and course directors. Another 

topic discussed was class attendance as a requisite for passing 

in Phase I Behavioral Science and loss of anonymity in that course. 


Committee on Student Affairs - There will be a TGIF party Friday, 
February 4, from 4:00pm - 6:30pm in the Schweppe Sprague Ballroom, 
beer and popcorn will be served and admission, as usual will be 
one dollar ($1.00). 


Kathe Brown, newly appointed director of the University Office 
of Student Affairs, was a guest at the January 13th meeting. 
Ms. Brown presented an outline of services currently available 
through the Office of Student Affairs. 


Julie Freischlag (Phase I) was elected secretary of the committee 
and Kathy Kelley was elected to the position of treasurer. The 
committee also discussed possible means of improving faculty 
involvement in this committee.

MINI MINUTES submitted by Julie Frieschlag 


Each month, in the Rush Reporter one of our various 
committees will be featured. This month 

"Faculty Council" is brought to us by Wayne Margolis, 
Phase I Medical Student. 


FACULTY COUNCIL - Rush Medical College 


Faculty Council is chaired by the Dean of Rush Medical 
College. It has the final say on almost all new policies 
and procedures proposed by any of the Standing Committees. 
All Standing Committee proposals must be approved by 
Faculty Council before the committee is allowed to take 
any action to implement their said proposal. 


Once a proposal is submitted, Faculty Council has the 
power to approve, outright reject it, table it, or 
ammend the proposal, and then pass it with Faculty Council 
ammendments added to it. An ammended proposal is then 
sent back to the Standing Committee from which it 
originated. The Standing Committee can either accept 
or reject the ammended proposal. If accepted, the 
proposal must be implemented according to the Faculty 
Council ammendments to it. Any rejected or tabled 
proposal may be rewritten and resubmitted to Faculty 
Council for approval. 
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The Committee on Courses of Study -(COCOS) The committee 
met on January 26th. Among the items discussed were: 


1. The committee was made aware of the "Task Force 
Monitoring Results on Conference II", a group 
which is in the process of seeing that recommenda- 
tions from Pheasant Run II are properly channeled 
for implementation. 

2. It was announced that the schedule change for Phase I 
midterms has been made in accordance with the class' 
proposal. 

3. A mandatory Neurology Clerkship is under plan at 
present and is soon to be brought before COCOS for 
approval or disapproval. (I'd be interested in 
student opinion on this matter.) 

4. A written interim report on the Independent Study 
Programs will be presented at the next meeting. 

5. Proposals were made concerning: 

a. Solving the microscope problem 
b. Getting an elevator in the library 
c. Getting clerical assistance for Course Directors 


The Committee on Educational Resources - During the month 
of February, two meetings of the Committee on Educational 
Resources focused on the merits of a proposal to provide 
funds for additional secretarial help for Course Directors 
and Committee Chairpersons. A resource availability 
questionnaire has been circulated to the faculty in order 
to more accurately determine the need. 


During the meeting, the debate over funding additional 
secretarial assistance evolved into a philosophical 
discussion of the necessity to produce written material 
for students at all. Some faculty felt that too much 
material was handed out, while others felt constrained 
to hand out less material than they thought necessary, 
due to the secretarial shortage. Further discussion 
centered around the "University Policy" which evolved 
from the Pheasant Run Educational Conferences, regarding 
the provision of written objectives to students for each 
course. A concern for spending tuition dollars for 
educational purposes was expressed. 


No definitive action has been taken at this time. Faculty 
questionnaires are expected to be returned shortly for 
compilation and further discussion. 


Committee on Evaluation and Promotions - February 4, 1977 
The procedures for student dismissal were discussed and 
the following motion was passed. 


The question of the recommendation to dismiss a student 
from Rush Medical College for academic reasons shall be 
decided by a full committee meeting of the Committee on 
Student Evaluation and Promotion. The student in question 
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shall be given a written statement at least two weeks 
prior to the meeting indicating that he/she is being 
considered for dismissal and the procedural guidelines 

to be followed at the meeting. This communication 

shall be either hand delivered or shall be sent by 
registered mail. The student may inspect his/her entire 
medical school file including any material upon which 
his/her proposed dismissal is based, and may have any 
faculty members of his/her choice present, at the committee 
meeting which may also be recorded by the student. The 
student has the opportunity at the committee meeting to 
present his/her version of his/her performance, including 
any relevant evidence and shall be allowed to cross 
examine anyone appearing at the committee meeting offering 
any information on his/her performance in medical school. 
If the student elects not to be present at the meeting 
and/or not to send any representatives, the committee will 
make its decision in their absence. One postponement or 
continuation of the appointed meeting, for cause shall in 
general be allowed. 


This proposal was sent to the Faculty Council for approval. 


Faculty Council - The following proposals of interest have 
been ammended and passed in the last two months: 


1. There will be a central file of all exams given, and 
an item and statistical analysis of all computer graded 
exams. These will be used by CEA for course evaluation 
purposes. 


2. An item analysis of the National Boards I and II Spring 
Exam will be available to Course Directors upon request. 


Rush Faculty Women's Association - On February 16, 1977, the 
Faculty Women's Association presented Dr.Gretajo Northrup 


and Dr. Jack Berger, discussing their work at Rush-Presbyterian 
St.Luke's Medical Center's Transexual Clinic. This was the 
first of several presentations to make the professional 
accomplishments of Rush Faculty Women better known here at Rush. 
On February 23, 1977, the association held a supper and dis- 
cussion on flexible residency programs for any interested 
students. If you would like to attend future Women's Associa- 
tion events, contact Elizabeth Stone or Kathryn Burzinski, 

Phase II students. 


The Committee on Student Affairs - This month our committee 
discussed aspects of Student Affairs that we could get 
involved in. Cheryl Gutman, Phase III representative, 
brought up such ideas as:

Committee on Student Affairs 


Everyone be sure to make the April T.G.I.F. this 
Friday, April 1, 1977. Let's start the quarter 
off right! 


Committee on Educational Appraisal 


The committee is continuing to collect data from 
both the course directors and Phase I and II 
students on the medical college courses. The 
results of the Fall Quarter student course eval- 
uations were compiled and sent back to the course 
directors for their responses. This process, when 
working smoothly, will be repeated every quarter 
for all phases, I, II, and III courses. The conm- 
mittee is spending a great deal of time trying to 
decide exactly how to utilize the data that is 
collected to the benefit of the students and the 
course directors. 


The committee has proposed that, starting next fall, 
course and instructor evaluations be distributed 
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to all students with the course syllabi at the 
beginning of each quarter. All evaluations would 
have to be returned in order to obtain a final 
exam or its equivalent. The committee feels that 
it needs the most complete data base it can obtain 
for evaluations of this type. 


The committee has also shown its support of the 
Phase I proposal for the continuing review of the 
form and content of course objectives. 


Faculty Council 


A motion by COEA (Committee on Educational Appraisal) 
was brought before the Faculty Council. This motion 
will require all Course Directors to submit objectives 
to COEA, COCOS (Committee on Courses of Study), and 
the Assistant Dean of Instruction three months prior 
to the start of the course. Dr. Noble, Chairperson 

of COEA pointed out that good objectives will guide 
students and enable them to focus in on areas of 
concentration. In addition, good objectives will 
pinpoint areas of overlap between courses, and thus 
aid in the elimination of redundency. A discussion 
ensued mainly between student representatives and 
certain faculty members who questioned the definition 
of good objectives and who wondered if these objectives 
would make medical education too "cookbook". A vote 
was taken and the motion was passed. 


Dr. Henikoff announced the establishment of a Council 
of Course Directors. The council will not be a 
decision making body, but rather an open forum for 
dialogue, information and peer review for the different 
courses. Each month a course will be presented by the 
Course Director and will be reviewed for content, 
overlap, objectives, etc. Thus each course will be 
reviewed once every two years. These meetings will 

be an open forum and will be open to anyone interested 
in attending.

FINANCIAL AID 


Guaranteed Lean Note: It appears fairly definite that 
the increased maximums provided under PL94-482 for the Federally 
Insured Student Loan Program will be adopted by the Illinois 
Guaranteed Loan Program, although action by the Illinois legislature 
which must adopt the proposal will not be finalized until mid- 
summer. The proposal if adopted will provide graduate (including 
medical) students on the Illinois Guaranteéd Loan program with a 
yearly maximum of $5,000 and a cumulative total maximum of $15,000. 
Currently the levels are $2,500 and $10,000. respectively. The 
undergraduate annual maximum of $2,500 will remain in tact. 

Students should be aware that for 1977-78 loans the 
Guaranteed Loan Commission staff advises students to wait until 
after July 1 to submit their applications if they are requesting 
loans at the new $5,000 level. However, individual banks may wish 
to receive earlier applications. You perhaps should check with 
your individual bank to determine whether or not they have established 
a policy in this regard. The Northern Trust bank for example prefers 
that students submit an original application for $2,500. and if the 
new maximums are approved to submit a supplemental application there- 
after. As a result we will have to handle all of your loan applications 
twice, and the proceeds will be multiply disbursed. 


Public Health Service Note: Applications for Public Health 
Service scholarships are not yet available, but should be available 
by mid or late May. The financial aid office does have a summary 
sheet on the program for students interested in general information 
about the PHS program.

Committee on Educational Appraisal 


The Committee on Educational Appraisal has accepted the resignations 
of Dr.David Turner, Bob Mulch, Phase III Graduating, and Jim Fackler 
Phase II. Terry Brady is replacing Bob, and Bill Lisberg is re- 
placing Jim. The committee is working to assure passage of the 
proposal for mandatory course evaluations and encourages attendance 
at the next Faculty Council meeting. (See Faculty Council report) 
The committee has passed a proposal for the review of course ob- 
jectives by faculty and students and has requested that sessions 

be set up by the Office of Curriculum Development and Evaluation 

for students and faculty interested in learning how to evaluate 
objectives. A proposed mechanism has also passed outlining the 
time, course, and steps involved in course evaluation and response 
by the committee and course directors. Of interest to the students 
is that the final report over the curriculum will be prepared each 
June by the chairperson and the subcommittee on Curriculum over- 
view. This report will be presented to the students as well as 

the course directors, Faculty Council, and the Dean. 


The Subcommittee on Course & Instructor Evaluation is presently 
working on an evaluation form for the Phase III clerkships. If 
you have any ideas for questions pertinent to clerkship evaluation, 
contact Bill Lisberg (Box29l AC FAC) or Ed Eckenfels. 


Faculty Council 


A motion by Committee on Educational Appraisal for required course 
and instructor evaluations for all courses and clerkships was 
considered by Faculty Council. The vote taken and several revotes 
all resulted in ties. The motion was then tabled and will be re- 
considered at the next Faculty Council meeting. The Faculty 
Council passed the motion of COSEP that "courses less than 25hrs. 
or five weeks need not have more than one exam". Another motion 
by this committee, stated that "any student who fails more than 
two core clerkships be required to pass Part II of the National 
Board Exam prior to graduation". This motion was tabled for 
further discussion at a later date. 


Committee on Student Affairs 


Our committee looked at the needs of the students here when dealing 
with our committee. The following topics were discussed: 


1. HEALTH CARE --- Dr. Milton Levine told us that Anchor could 
use a student representative on their board to help make health 
care better for students here.

To The Editor: 


Presently, Faculty Council is deadlocked on a proposal to 
require course evaluations by questionnaire, and the vote to break 
the tie will be taken on Thursday, May 5th. We believe that the 
students of the Medical College should take an active interest 
in the passage of this proposal. 


The Committee on Educational Appraisal has been charged 
with assessing the quality of education at this institution. We 
believe that one aspect of this assessment should be student 
reactions and recommendations regarding the course work. [In the 
past, evaluation has been sporadic at best, and response by the 
course directors has been justifiably limited due to the non- 
representative number of students completing questionnaires. On 
January 7th, the Committee on Educational Appraisal approved the 
proposal requiring mandatory evaluation of all courses and in- 
structors and, after refinements, sent the proposal to Faculty 
Council for final approval. In the meantime, subcommittees have 
developed questionnaires and mechanims for data usage, and 
mechanisms for reporting to the Dean, course directors, and students. 
The system is ready to go into effect in the Fall if Faculty Council 
approves. 


We believe that in order to fulfill its charge, the Committee on 
Educational Appraisal needs this mechanism. Each student would be 
assuring him or herself, and the future classes at Rush, the best 
possible opportunity for organized feedback and change. We urge 
all concerned students to attend the Faculty Counicl meeting on 
Thursday, May 5th at 5:00pm in the Administration Office Conference 
Room (4th Floor AC/FAC) to support the CEA proposal.

FINANCIAL AID 

**&* Applications for the Public Health Service Scholarship Pro- 
gram for 1977-78 are now available in the Financial Aid 
Office, 101 Schweppe Hall. 


These applications are for all medical students who wish to apply 


as well as for nursing students currently enrolled in the 
baccalaureate program who Will graduate in 1978. 
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Financial Aid - 


Nursing students who wish to apply for this program are urged to 

do so, even though only 40 PHS scholarships will be available (for nrsg. students) 
nationwide. Medical students who will be second year students 

next year should not hesitate to apply, even though the pre- 

viously announced priority group will be next year's third year 

students. It appears that more awards will be available than 

previously forseen, and thus some awards will be made to second 

year students. The application deadline for medical and 

baccalaureate nursing applicants is JUNE 18, 1977. 


In addition to PHS programs for medical and baccalaureate nursing 
students, a new program has been promulgated for master's level 
students in Community Health Nursing. Nationally, 70 awards will 
be made to M.S. people graduating in 1978 in Commmity Health 
Nursing. A separate application for this program is required, 
which has not yet been printed in Washington. Students are in- 
structed to call PHS and put their names on a mailing list for 
this application. The phone number is 301/436-6443 (Maryland). 


All applications to Rush University for student financial aid 
(with the possible exception of Basic Grant and Illinois State 
Scholarship announcements for undergraduates) should now be on 
file in the Financial Aid Office. The awarding process will 
begin during the month of June. The first group to be awarded 
will be the Phase III medical students whose program begins in 
early July. All other students will be awarded shortly there- 
after, during the remainder of June and July. Awards will be 
mailed to students at the address given to us on your Rush Univer- 
sity application. We sincerely hope that we will be able to 
meet needs of all our students during the academic year 1977-78. 


As new guidelines have been announced governing the payment of 
tuition and fees, some students may feel that they will have 
difficulty clearing their outstanding tuition balances by the 
Fall term. All students, particularly those who perceive having 
difficulty with compliance, are encouraged to come in to the 
Financial Aid Office so that we can discuss the effect of this 
policy upon you as an individual. 


There seems to be some confusion on the part of some Phase III 
students as to the length of time that they will be covered by 
student financial aid. The policy currently in existence is 
that financial aid will be available (to those qualifying, of 
course) only until graduation requirements are satisfied. At 
the point all academic requirements for graduation are satisfied, 
no further financial aid can be extended. Elective clerkships 
taken thereafter are at the student's own expense. 


We in the financial aid office would like to congratulate the 
graduating members of the Class of 1977 in all three colleges, 
and wish you success and happiness in your lives.

Committee on Courses of Study (COCOS) 


Hi folks. It's been a long time since last you've seen any info 
on what's going on in the Committee on Courses of Study (COCOS). 
Well, we've been busy. After struggling for almost nine months 
with actual written document entitled "Policies and Procedures", 
the committee passed the final draft last month. This is of 
note in that prior to its passage there was no formal document 
enumerating the limits of responsibilities for COCOS. That is 
really amazing when you think about it - almost five years of 
machinations without any clearly defined directions! Perhaps 
the condition of the Rush Medical College Curriculum reflects 
such a state. Anyway, COCOS is now legitimate. 


This past month has seen considerable activity on the part of 
of the faculty, administration and students to seriously contend 
with planned curricular modifications. Dr. Ronald Weinstein 
presented a well thought out arguement for placing Pathology in 
the Phase II curriculum and no longer having two quarters of 
general pathology in Phase I. This suggestion is currently 
under strong consideration by COCOS. A number of students 
presented their proposals for curriculum changes and these 
suggestions were extremely well received. Dr. Philip Liebsm 
and the phase subcommittees have been working very hard on a 
total revamp of Phases I-III. Their proposals are now near 
completion and will be brought before the full committee this 
month. 


All things considered, this coming month promises to be very 
interesting and hopefully constructive. If you want to input 
into the committee on the issue of curricular changes - now is 
the time. See your class representative immediately. Check 
the bulletin board over the mailboxes on the sixth (6th) floor 
of the academic facility for the tentative "new" curriculum. 


The Committee on Educational Appraisal 


The Committee on Educational Appraisal is compiling the results 
of the course evaluations for Phases I and II from which 
recommendations will be drawn. A course evaluation form for 
Phase III courses has been prepared and will be used in the 
future. 


Those who have been following CEA'S monthly epics in the 
Mini-Minutes realize that we have worked hard for course 
evaluations. We feel that this is the only way for students 
to provide meaningful feedback to the faculty. Thanks to all 
who supported our proposal for mandatory evaluations through 
Faculty Council. 
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Committee on Educational Resources 


For the past four months, COER has been debating the need for 
secretarial assistance to course directors and committee chair- 
men. <A recommendation was sent to the Dean, saying that he 
should provide secretarial service (through his office) to those 
requiring it. 


A questionnaire regarding the use of the facilities of Educational 
Resources has been assembled and will be distributed to students 
and faculty. The purpose will be to determine which resources 
are being used and to what extent, in order to determine future 
budgeting allocations. 


The Learming Resource Center in the library has been overating 
under the guidance of newly named director Christine Frank. It 
is located in the north end of the fifth floor of the library 
and will eventually coordinate all of the A/V activities in the 
library. 


Finally, the library is being outfitted with an automatic 
security system for book checkout. 


The problem of visiting lecturer's inability to operate the lights 
and sound systems in the Academic Facility lecture halls was 
brought up and two solutions were suggested - placing written 
instructions on the lectern; and having the person resvonsible 

for coop notes explain the system to the lecturer. The classes 
will be given this proposition. 


Committee on Student Evaluation and Promotions 


At the meeting of the Committee on Student Evaluation and 
Promotions on May 11, 1977, the policy and procedures manual of 
the committee was amended and finalized. It is a short pamphlet 
which fairly clearly spells out the criteria for promotion and 
passing your phases at Rush. Every student should be familiar 
with the information in this pamphlet, and if anyone has ques- 
tions or would like to see the manual, they should see 

Rhonda Stein or Jim Collins, the Phase I and Phase II rep's. 


Faculty Council 


The Council again discussed the Committee on Educational 
Appraisal's recommendation that student evaluation of instructors 
and courses be mandatory for course credit. 


Wayne Margolis presented the findings of a student poll con- 
cerning positive and negative reaction to the Committee's 
recommendation. Those responding (164) overwhelmingly endorsed 
the recommendation. 


Dr. Barbara Noble, Chairperson of the Committee, presented back- 
ground information on the reasons for the recommendation. She 
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Faculty Council - 


pointed out that both instructor and course evaluation had been 
discussed at the Pheasant Run Conference and the Conference II 
on the Educational Process, and that mandatory evaluation had 

a specific recommendation of the teaching faculty. In addition, 
developing a method of evaluation was part of the charge given 
to the Committee at its inception. 


The motion was called and the recommendation was passed.

WHERE DID WE ALL COME FROM?!IT! 


The College of Health Science and the College of Nursing will be 
enrolling 215 students in Septembér 1977. Twenty-six will be in the 
College of Health Sciences with eleven (11) students in the Medical 
Technology program and fifteen (15) students in the Clinical Nutrition © 
program. In the College of Nursing the 189 students are divided into 
143 undergraduate students and forty-six (46) graduate students. 


Most of our new students have an Illinois mailing address, a 
whopping 191 are Illinoians, eight (8) Wisconsinites, three (3) New 
Yorkers, two (2) Michiganers, two (2) Indianians, two Iowans, two 
(2) Coloradoans, one (1) Californian, one (1) Minnesotan, one (1) i 
Rhode Islander, one (1) Marylander, and one (1) New Jerseyite. Several ; 
students are originally from other countries but are now permanent 
residents and a few are here on student visas. 


Of the 215 students, there are 17 men and 198 women. Since minority 
information is optional, we will have to wait until after students are on 
campus to determine minority enrollment. In the baccalaureate nursing 
program there are six (6) registered nurses and 41 who have already earned 
degrees (there may be more when final transcripts are received). Included 
in the baccalaureate programs this year will be 43 students from 11 of 
our affiliate colleges. There are 37 nursing and six (6) medical 
technology students. From Illinois colleges there are 14 from I.I.T., 

10 from Knox, 3 from Lake Forest, and 3 from Monmouth. Wisconsin 

colleges are sending seven students, 4 from Ripon, and 3 from Lawrence. 
Three students are coming from Iowa colleges - two from Cornell and one 

from Grinnell. There are two students from Minnesota colleges, one from 
Carleton and one from Macalester also we have a student from Fisk University 
in Tennessee. This is the largest number of affiliate students enrolling 

at Rush. 
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The Admissions Office would like to take this opportunity to 
welcome everyone to Rush. Many of you did not visit our office 
during the admissions process and we would be happy to have you stop 
by to meet us.

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ADVISOR PROGRAM EMPHASIZES RECIPROCITY AND MUTUAL COMMITMENT 
BETWEEN MEDICAL STUDENTS AND FACULTY 


According to Ed Eckenfels, coordinator of the Principal Advisor 
Program and Student Ombudsman, Rush Medical College, there are four 
kinds of commitments on the part of both students and faculty partici- 
pants that are fundamental in establishing a salutary advisor-advisee 
relationship. First, they should make time available to see each other, 
and, if at all possible, on a fairly routine schedule. Second, they 
should be willing and open to work at establishing a relationship that 
is based on mutual trust and understanding. Third, they should be 
Willing to attend and participate in periodic orientation sessions. 
Fourth, they should - be able to provide feedback on a regular basis. 


The key ingredient to all of this, however, is the reciprocity that 
should be facilitated and maintained between the advisor and the advisee. 
The student advisee must feel that he or she can confide in the advisor, 
and the advisor, in turn, must be able to encourage trust and openess on 
the part of the student. Authenticity, empathy and positive regard go 
a long way towards establishing a reciprocal relationship. Although 
advisor-advisee interaction is essentially a "'two-way street", it is 
still the advisor who counsels and guides, and it is the advisor who is 
at once teacher, resource person, and source of initial professional 
identity for the student. 


In sum, the advisor-advisee relationship can make a significant con- 
tribution to the personal and professional growth and development of the 
student physician during the course of undergraduate medical education. 

It can be a source of comfort, support and understanding. But like all 
meaningful experiences, it requires personal commitment and involvement 

on the part of both the participants. Students have much to gain from ~ 

a good interpersonal relationship with a principal advisor. Perhaps the 
advisor has even more to gain by helping the students understand themselves 
and watch them grow into their own thing.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS 
Health Insurance: 


During registration all new students are required to either: 
1. Join our Blue Cross hospitalization policy or 
2. Present proof of similar coverage on another policy. 


If no proof is available at registration, a Blue Cross application 
is filled out until such proof is presented. These applications are 
not sent in until October lst and then the students are billed 
accordingly. 


You should keep in mind that October lst is the ONLY open enrollment 
date. This means that if you intend to make any additions (spouse, 
and/or child) or if you are currently on another policy (other than 
another Blue Cross) that will be lapsing due to your age during the 
school year - you will only be eligible to join our Blue Cross on 
October lst. 


Anchor:

The Blood Bank of Rush-Presbyterian-St.Luke's Medical Center has 
provided blood for the 24,351 blood transfusions that took place 
last year in the Medical Center. The need for immediate blood 
transfusions is constant: a large cardiovascular surgery service, 
a large transplantation service and a large cancer chemotherapy 
service are just some of the areas which create special needs 
for whole blood, platelets, frozen blood and freshly drawn un- 
refrigerated blood. This high blood utilization rate makes it 
necessary for the blood bank to constantly develop and expand 
reliable sources of dmors. 


In Illinois, no payment for blood donations is offered so that 
the blood bank relies totally on volunteers to provide an adequate 
supply of blood for patients whose therapy depends on it. 


All Rush students are invited to stop by the Medical Center's Blood 
Donor Center located in the Professional Building, Room 504. A 
donation of blood will not only help the many patients who need it 
but also, blood donors will become part of the Group Assurance Plan.

As most of you are aware by now, many, lending institutions, 
including the Northern Trust where several students have their 
student loans, have limited their maximum Guaranteed loans to an 
amount less than the $5,000.00 permitted now by law. If in your 
financial aid package we set a Guaranteed Loan amount at $5,000. 
and you have not been able to secure that amount because of your 
bank's policy, we will in the next few weeks be repackaging your 
award automatically to make up the differential between our 
original assumption and the eventual amount you were able to re- 
ceive. Each affected student will be receiving a revised award 
letter with additional award amounts. As you could suspect, be- 
cause of the limitations on availability of deferred-interest 
federal funds and the number of students involved in this pro- 
cess, some of the dollars made available will cost interest while 
the student is in school.

Committee on Educational Appraisal - The committee has approved a report 
on issues and recommendations generated by course director questionnaires 
and interviews conducted last year. The report will be used as a base- 
line for future curricular evaluations. Several recommendations were 
made by the committee to the Dean and course directors including: 


---Objectives should be distributed and should be used in the prepara- 
tion of exam questions. 


---Learning (non-graded) exams should be used to aid students in familiariz- 
ing themselves with course objectives and exam structure. 


---Required Phase III clerkship examination types should be standardized 
and Pass/Fail criteria established. 


---Machine scorable examinations should be encouraged to facilitate item 
analysis and computer storage. A question pool should be built for 
use in learning examinations with assistance of the Office of Curricu- 
lum Development § Evaluation and Computer Assisted Instruction. 


---Course directors should coordinate testing schedules as much as possible. 
---Course directors and faculty should be aware of the assistance available 
to them in the Office of Curriculum Development §& Evaluation for writing 


course objectives, test questions, handouts, etc. 


---Testing and grading policies should be stated at the outset of a course.

---Students should have the option of having access to an item-by-item 
review of completed exams, even on exams that are not returned to 
the students. 


---The Council of Course Directors should be reconvened in some form. 


The final report will be available for student review by contacting 
your phase's representative to CEA. 


The committee will also continue reviewing the course and instructor 
evaluations that the students are now required to complete. These forms, 
if carefully completed, will be the most organized method of feedback the 
students have. The committee has developed the forms for all three phases 
and your reactions to the questions are invited.

Our first goal is to 
decide which priorities of the students here at Rush are the ones we 
should take up and act upon.

RECIPES FROM RENA' 


Thanksgiving is just around the corner and perhaps you're planning 
a small dinner for a few friends. Here's some tried and true recipes 
that might brighten your Thanksgiving table and prevent tiresome leftovers.

Cornish Hens 

Stuffing

Ingredients Needed: 


2 Cornish Hens (they usually run btw. 14lbs. - 21lbs. plan % hen per 
person) 

4-6 medium sweet potatoes 

sm. can pineapple rings 

sm. pkg. crushed pecans (optional) 

cans french cut string beans 

sm. pkg. onion rings (not Mrs. Paul's) 

can cream of mushroom soup 

can cranberry sauce 

bx. Stovetop stuffing mix (cornbread) 

white onion 1 green pepper - celery salt (opt.)

Cornish Hens: Season hens with salt-pepper and poultry season- 
ing. Place them breast side up on a rack. Bake approximately 
one (1) hour basting so they won't dry out. If the wings begin 
to get brown cover them with foil. If you are not going to stuff 
your hens rub kt. butter and 1t. salt inside the cavity. 


Stuffing: Stovetop stuffing has ingredients added in it but to 


give your stuffing a little kick add some things of your own. 


Cut up your green pepper and onion, add mushroom pieces (opt.) 

and sautee until soft. After completing the directions on your 
stovetop stuffing add the above ingredients. You can either 

serve the dressing from a bowl or use it to stuff your hens. The 
flavor is so much better when you stuff the dressing into the hens 
but be careful that you don't get them too full and use a small 
toothpick or similar item to hold the cavity of the bird closed 
so as not to lose stuffing. 


Sweet Potato Rings: Boil your sweet potatoes until you can 

stick a fork through the middle. Remove them from the heat and 

let them cool; when they are cool, peel, putting them in a mixing 
bowl. Mash them, adding s stick of butter, 4c. brown sugar, 

4 t. lemon juice and i the juice left over from the pineapple rings. 


In a roasting pan place the pineapples, spoon the sweet potato 
mixture on each pineapple until you have what resembles a small 
mountain. Put them in the oven at 325° and cook approx. % hour. 
Remember your potatoes are already done so all you're doing is 
cooking to blend the flavors. Baste your rings with any remain- 
ing pineapple juice or just melted butter (or the high price 
spread). Just don't let them dry out! When ready to serve gar- 
nish with parsley and put a cherry on top of each mound. Beau- 
tiful and tasty. 


String Bean Casserole: Steam string beans in just a little water, 
season to taste. In a casserole dish put one layer of the cooked 
string beans and one layer of mushroom soup, and continue alter- 
nating beans with soup until both are used up (make sure you end 
up with a layer of mushroom soup on top though!). Place in the 
oven at 325° until the mushroom soup bubbles. Place onion rings 
in a decorative arrangement on top of your casserole, sprinkle 
with paprika and place under the broiler until rings are golden 
brown. Serve hot from the’ oven! 


You've now completed your meal - and it's a lovely one - right! 
So for just the perfect finishing touch for your table buy some 
dried flowers in all of the fall shades (rust, gold, green, etc.) 
add a nice vase or container and there you are!

RECIPES FROM RENA’ 


CHRISTMAS SNOW CAKE 
Bake your favorite 8" or 9" round layer cake, then cool the cake. 


Prepare 1 pkg. (7.2ounces) fluffy white frosting mix or White 
Mountain Frosting (recipe below) except after mixing, fold in 


4t. almond extract. Frost your cake. Sprinkle the frosted cake 
with white flaked coconut. 


Place a piece of plain paper on back of cake pan and cut a circle 
the size of your cakepan. Draw a Christmas tree in the center of 
the paper; cut out the tree. Place the circle with the pattern 

on the cake. Sprinkle green tinted coconut on the cake in the shape 
of the tree, carefully following the pattern. Fill base of tree 
with shaved chocolate. Remove the circle. 


Roll red gumdrops on granulated sugar until flat. With a small 
star cutter, cut a star in each gumdrop. Insert small red candles 
in the gumdrop stars and place on branches of the tree.

White Mountain Frosting 


be. sugar 
4c. light corn syrup 
2T water 
2 egg whites (‘4scup) 


1t. vanilla 


Combine sugar, corn syrup and water in small saucepan. Cover; heat 
to rolling boil over medium heat. Remove cover and boil rapidly with- 
out stirring (until a small amount of mixture spins a 6 to 8" thread 
when dripped from a spoon. 


As mixture boils, beat egg whites until stiff peaks form. Pour hot 
syrup very slowly in a thin stream into the beaten egg whites, beating 
constantly on medium speed. Then increasing to high speed, beat until 
still peaks form. Add vanilla during your last minute of beating. 


Fills and frosts two, 8 or 9" layers or a 13 x 9" cake.
